Kentucky. 

There  were  great  cracks  between  the  logs,  and  the 
rain  and  the  wind  came  into  the  house. 
The  ground  was  the  floor. 

The  table  and  stools  were  made  of  the  boughs 
and  bark  of  trees. 

One  cold  day  in  February,  1809,  a  little  baby  came 
to  live  in  this  house. 

His  name  was  Abraham  Lincoln. 

His  mother  taught  him  beautiful  stories  from  the 
Bible. 

At  last  he  was  old  enough  to  go  to  school. 
They  had  words  from  only  one  book — a  spelling 
book. 

He  used  to  write  his  words  at  home  on  a  shovel. 
This  was  his  slate. 

He  was  an  honest  boy. 

He  grew  to  be  a  good  and  great  man.

WHY  DESTROY  OLD  HOMES? 

A  bulletin  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the 
University  of  Kentucky  says  a  survey  of  farm  homes 
in  Kentucky  by  the  College  of  Agriculture,  the  Civil 
Works  Administration  and  the  Bureau  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics of  the  United  States  Department  'oi  Agricul- 
ture has  been  made. 

"Figures  obtained  from  a  study  of  22,341  farm 
homes  in  twelve  counties  are  used  as  a  basis  for  de- 
termining conditions  in  the  whole  State. 

"It  is  estimated  that  there  are  55,000  farmhouses 
in  the  State  that  are  fifty  years  old,  or  older,  and 
67,000  that  are  from  twenty-five  to  forty-nine  years 
old.  . 

"Many  houses  of  the  former  group  need  replacing, 
and  many  in  the  latter  group  need  repairs. 

"There  are  still  28,600  log  houses  on  farms,  many 
of  which  need  replacing." 

No  log  house  which  is  in  good  condition,  or  might 
be  repaired,  should  be  destroyed. 

There  is  no  cooler  house  in  summer,  no  warmer  one 
in  winter,  than  a  good  log  house. 

A  log  house,  100  years  old,  on  a  stone  foundation, 
may  be  perfectly  sound. 

George  Washington's  frame  residence  Is  said  to 
be  good,  so  far  as  inside  timbers  are  concerned,  for 
another  800  years. 

Much  of  the  charm  of  Kentucky  countrysides  is 
constituted  of  homes  more  than  fifty  years  old. 

There  are  some  Eighteenth  Century  homes  that 
are  far  more  valuable  than  modern  ones. 

European  countries  are  studded  with  homes  cen- 
turies old. 

If  a  drive  to  destroy  old  Kentucky  homes  because 
of  their  antique  appearance  should  succeed,  Kentucky 
would  be  the  loser,  by  millions  of  dollars. 

The  most  admired  home  in  Frankfort  was  built 
in  1792. 

There  are  many,  many  modest  frame  and  brick 
houses  in  the  State  that  owe  their  architectural  charm 
to  their  simplicity,  bespeaking  the  period  in  which 
they  were  built. 

Destroying  homes  because  they  are  old,  and  look 
old,  is  like  destroying  an  old  painting  and  buying 
a  new  lithograph.

Tha  modest  Kentucky  home- 
stead where  AbeJJncoln  first  saw 
light,  has  been  rebuilt  for  poster- 
ity, but  not  In  Kentucky. 

Tha  log  cabm  where  the  Great 
Emancipator  was  t>orn  in  1809  has 
been  constructed  in  Queens  Vil- 
lnge,  complete  in  every  detail,  but 
of  such  dimensions  that  it  may 
comfortably  be  placed  upon  an 
ordinary  card  table.  Its  re-creator. 
John  Hasselbring,  of  221-18  103rd 
avenue,  will  soon  place  it  on  ex- 
hibit in  a  Jamaica  department 
store. 

The  entire  layout,  including  the 
cabin  which  served  as  Lincoln's 
first  home,  the  stable  for  horses 
and  cattle,  a  windmill  and  other 
appurtenances,  measures  21  by  32 
Inches. 

Surrounding  the  garden  is  the 
small  picket  fence  which  served  to 
keep  young  Lincotn  within  the 
confines  of  his  homestead.  To  en- 
ter, one  must  use  the  tiny  gate 
which  swings  on  real,  albeit  minia- 
ture, hinges.  Then  one  walks  (that 
is,  speaking  metaphorically),  up 
the  dirt  path  which  winds  through 
the  green  lawn.  The  cabin  stan  Is 
at  the  head  of  the  walk. 

Hand  carved  logs,  real  wood, 
constitute  the  structure  of  the 
cabin.  The  door  swings  on  two 
metal  hinges,  but  one  must  use, 
before  entering,  the  barely  percept- 


ible knocker  which  hangs  upon  the 
door.  Inside,  one  sees  real  fur- 
niture, tables,  chairs,  'n'  every- 
thing. 

On  the  wall  over  the  fireplace 
hangs  a  portrait  >f  Lincoln  as  he 
looked  when  he  was  president. 
Also  the  work  of  Hasselbring.  A 
candle  stands  upright  on  the 
wooden  table  in  the  cabin. 

In  the  tiny  garden  is  situated  the 
windmill.  The  wings  may  be  set 
a-turning  by  a  small  breath,  and 
small  carved  windows  permit  light 
to  permeate  its  walls.  The  old 
oaken  bucket  has  its  place  in  front 
of  the  mill,  and  the  bucket,  too.  is 
movable. 

Then  there's  the  bench  under  the 
trees,  and  a  table  with  "Lincoln's 
diary."  The  dog  house,  out-house, 
and  pump  also  have  their  place  on 
the  property,  with  a  "covered  wa- 
gon" at  the  side  of  the  stable.  A 
horse  is  gazing  from  this  latter 
structure,  and  a  cow  rests  con- 
tentedly near  the  picket  fence  at 
the  right  side  of  the  garden. 

It  took  Hasselbring  a  year, 
working  on  and  off,  to  create  his 
miniature  masterpiece.  Every  piece 
of  wood  and  metal  used  in  the 
creation  was  fashioned  by  his 
hands,  he  says,  and  the  landscaping 
of  Honest  Abe's  first  garden  was 
his  work.  At  one  time,  Hasselbring 
lived  in  Woodhaven.

Detroiter  Spends  21  Years  Building 

Of  Lincoln 's  Birthplace

GEORGE  H.  CUDNEY,  2003  Pasa- 
dena avenue,  long  has  been  an 
admirer  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and, 
as  an  expression  of  his  admiration, 
has  spent  21  years  building  a  minia_ 


ture  replica  of  the  log  cabin  birth- 
plac;  of  the  Great  Emancipator. 

Cudney  was  living  in  Oregon 
whei  he  conceived  the  idea  of  con- 
stru:ting  the  Lincoln  cabin.  At  that 
tim<,  he  started  gathering  the  ma- 
terial. 

"There  Is  notirtog  to  me  so  repre- 


sentative of  the  character  of  Lin- 
coln as  his  log  birthplace  in  Ken- 
tucky," Cudney  said.  "I  read 
volumes  and  volumes  on  the  life  of 
Lincoln  searching  for  information 
concerning  the  type  of  cabin  in 
which  he  was  born.  As  a  result  ol 
my  reading,  I  believe  my  miniature 
cabin  is  in  accordance  with  the 
architectural  details  of  the  original 
Lincoln  birthplace."

THE  wood  from  which  the  cabin 
was  made  is  of  many  kinds  and 
was  gathered  from  many  different 
places.  The  "logs"  are  from  euca- 
lyptus and  poplar  and  Were  gath- 
ered in  California,  Oregon  and 
Michigan.  The  shingles,  with  which 
the  roof  is  covered,  are  107  years  old 
and  were  obtained  from  a  farm 
house  near  Utica. 

The  door  of  the  cabin,  which  has 
an  old-fashioned  latch  to  it,  waa 
made  from  black  walnut  that  is 
more  than  100  years  old,  Cudney 
said.  The  stool,  or  bench,  outside 
the  cottage,  was  made  from  haw- 
thorne  wood.  ,  , 

Cudney,  who  has  spent  the  greater 
part  of  his  life  in  Detroit,  has  been 
employed  for  17  years  at  the  Ford 
Motor  Co.

American  Farm  Bureau  Federation  Convention. 


The  miniature  Lincoln  farm  display  furnished  by  the  Company 
museum  proved  to  be  a  big  attraction  at  the  booth  during  the  three 
days  of  the  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation  Convention  held  on 
December  5-6-7  at  the  Hotel  Sherman,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

While  it  may  be  true  that  the  big  majority  might  have  noticed 
our  booth  by  reason  of  our  location  directly  in  front  of  the  entrance 
to  the  Convention  hall,  I  think  it  can  be  honestly  said  that  the  little 
farm  display  was  the  drawing  power  that  actually  brought  the  delegates 
and  visitors  in  contact  with  Home  Office  representative?  who  directed 
the  registrations  for  the  Gettysburg  Address. 

The  Lincoln  appeal  seems  to  break  down  the  aversion  that  most 
people  have  to  attaching  their  signatures  and  addresses  to  anything 
that  has  the  flavor  of  advertising  and  follow-up  sales  about  it.  The 
fact  that  over  600  registrations  were  made  with  only  two  outright 
refusals  proves  this  point  pretty  well. 

The  combination  of  back  display  illustrating  "TShat  Life  Insurance 
can  do  for  the  Farmers"  and  the  miniature  Lincoln  farm  had  tremendous 
appeal  and  drawing  power  which  resulted  in  600  folks  -  mostly  delegates  - 
registering  at  our  booth. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  those  registered  at  our  booth  along 
with  a  complete  list  of  delegates  furnished  by  the  Bureau  are  now  in  the 
hands  of  our  General  Agents  for  distribution  to  their  agents  located  in 
rural  territories.    Our  plan  for  follow-up  -  merely  a  continuation  of  the 
Lincoln  appeal.    The  agent  through  the  General  Agent  is  furnished  a 
sufficient  number  of  Lincoln  miniature  pictures  (in  color)  to  present 
on  his  first  call  which  gives  him  an  opportunity  of  building  a  lot  of 
"good  will"  with  one  who  is  in  a  position  to  put  him  on  the  right  track 
for  the  pick  of  rural  business. 

 When  we  consider  that  over  3000  farm  leaders  from  30  States  passed 

our  booth  four  to  six  times  daily  and  out  of  this  group  over  600  or

Dear  Doctor: 

Mr.  Lofthouse,  general  agent  for  the  Lincoln 
National  jbife  Insurance  Company  located  in  Detroit 
(under  whom  I  have  a  contract  as  a  "broker  for  the 
Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance  Company  in  connec- 
tion with  trust  funds)  suggested  that  I  write  to 
you  in  regard  to  an  exact  replica  of  the  original 
home  of  Abraham  Lincoln.    This  is  in  miniature.  The 
measurements  "being  20  inches  high  at  the  eaves,  29 
inches  to  the  top  of  the  chimney,  31  inches  long  and 
20  inches  wide,  which  sets  on  a  frame  9  inches  from 
the  ground;  width  over  all  which  includes  the  grounds, 
river,  Indian  settlement,  the  front  yard,  etc.  54  "by 
86  inches. 

Unclosing  two  photographs,  and  on  the  front  view 
you  will  note  the  "bear  skin  door  and  window  covering; 
the  dutch  oven;  the  sway  is  located  over  the  door; 
stumps  in  the  yard,  various  other  features.    The  end 
view  shows  the  Ohio  river  with  the  old  scow  which  is 
mentioned  in  connection  with  the  first  silver  dollar 
earned  "by  Abraham  Lincoln.    As  you  will  note  carefully 
to  the  right  "background  the  Indian  settlement  where 
Abraham  .Lincoln* s  uncle  Tom  was  killed.    This  display 
shows  every  feature  mentioned  in  any  "book  on  the  life 
of  Abraham  Lincoln*  for  instance,  such  as  the  "books 
which  were  ruined  "by  the  leaking  roof,  the  type  of  "bed 
on  which  he  slept,  the  type  of  tools  used  "by  them  in 
those  days,  the  type  of  cooking  utensils  as  well  as 
the  furniture, and, I  might  mention  that  in  the  construc- 
tion of  this  cabin  the  exact  kinds  of  wood  used  at 
that  time  were  used  in  that  display.    The  entire  dis- 
play of  course,  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated. 

This  is  owned  by  a  brother  of  mine  who  has  spent 
three  years  building  it  and  is  planning  on  taking  it  to 
Chicago  next  February.    We  are  wondering  if  you  would 
be  interested  in  using  it  as  an  advertising  feature  at 
the  Exposition.
